HANDICAP FIGURES APPLIED. 



When Daily Racing Form Publishing Com- 
pany issue'! the American Racing Manual, it put 
within its covers one of the several handicap 
tables in use and sold at various prices. It 
gave a key to the table and some general in- 
structions. Of course the judgment to apply 
figures to racing, could not be furnished. 
No avenue for such supply is known. Many ap- 
plications have, however, been made for such 
t«rf implements. 

The best means of clearing away the fog to 
such applicants seems to be the publication of 
the figures ased over a race in which good 
horses contended on a fast and first-class track, 
under conditions that were similar to their past 
performances. The third event at Oakland, 
Cal., Nov. 30, is selected. Below is published the 
field and the figures furnished by the table in the 
application of its calculations to the figures in 
said field, with the reasons for such figures and 
their origin :

The City Council of Hot Springs has passed an 
ordinance licensing pool rooms at the rate of 
$300 per month. 



Verus and Roy Lochiel, lost to the Potts par- 
ties by mortgage foreclosure, will be sold Wed- 
nesday morning at the Chicago Horse Exchange. 

The New Orleans pool rooms and the New 
Orleans track are in a natural conflict because 
the former saps the attendance of the latter on 
account of foreign pooling. 

Secretary J. Gratz Hanly of the Queen City 
Jockey Club declares for aided money stakes 
and declares those of the guaranteed order to 
be thorns in the flesh of horsemen. 

The hadicap table figures worked marvelously 
well on the last race at Frisco yesterday. The 
table yielded these estimates : Summertime 269 ; 
Ostler Joe, 262 ; Wyoming, 251 ; Walter J, 227. 

St. Louis elects to begin racing May 1. 1897 
and continue its meeting indefinitely. Louis- 
ville will open the Ohio-Kentucky array, after 
Neport, May 6 for 15 days. Latonia will follow 
on May 20 for 30 days, to be followed by Oakley 
for 30 days. 

The yearling bay colt by Laureate— La Tosca 
while being worked on the Morris Park track, 
November 23, broke both fore legs and was de- 
stroyed. He was in charge of A. J. Joyner, a d 
his former trials showed him to have been a 
most promising colt. 

Ground was broken a few days ago for the 
new track at Fort Erie, Canada. Work will be 
pushed, and it is expected the track will be 
ready for a June meeting. A $35,000 iron-frame 
grand stand will be erected and a large outlay 
will be made for stables and other buildings. 

As indicated by stallion fees English racing is 
full of health. Amphion’s fee for 1897 is $750, 
Ary shire’s $750, Carnage's $250, Florizel II’s 
$500, Kilwarlin s $375, Marcion’s $1,000, Minting’s 
$500, Melaniou’s$500, Morion’s $500, Ravensbury’s 
$500, St. Frusquin’s $1,000, (with subscription 
for 1897 full) Sir Visto’s $250, Springfield’s $1,000, 
Surefoot’s $500, Whittier’s $200. 

From eighteen to twenty books are doing 
business at the California ti^cks. The last 
drawing at Ingleside showed these firms: Wall- 
ace & Co., Stuyvesant Club, H. Huffman & Co., 
Eckert & Co., Oakland Club, Cook & Co., W. E. 
Nixon, Waldman & Co., W T . S. Torpie, Rialto

The eight next in order are F. Allsopy, mounts, 
821 ; won 103, lost 718. F. Finlao, mounts, 637 ; 
won 96; lost 541. O. Madden, mounts, 658 ; won 
86; lost 572. J. Watts, mounts, 258; won 76; lost 
182. F. Rickaby. mounts, 422; won 72; lost 350. 
S. Loates, mounts, 543 ; won 67 ; lost 476. J. Fa- 
gan, mounts, 479; won 63; lost 416. A. White, 
mounts, 367 ; won 57 ; lost 310. 

Some of the best fall work at the Kentucky 
Association track, weight up, was done by a 
division of yearlings from the stable of E. F. 
Simms, of Paris. They were worked in pairs. 
A bay filly by Order— Ruby Royal (sister to Fla- 
villa), and a bay colt by Order — Nokomis (sister 
to King Lee), went together. The filly carried 
105 pounds and the colt 114, the filly winning by 
half a length, the quarter in 23%. A bay filly 
by Meddle — Lady Goldsmith, was sent a quarter 
in 23%, with about 114 pounds up, in a gallop. 
The time was taken by Messrs. Wallace, Mc- 
Clelland, Hiram Pierce and other well-known 
turfmen, and the work was made so easily as to 
rank with the best of the year. A colt by Ber- 
san— Catherine C, also belonging to Mr. Simms, 
worked with weight up in 23% without turning 
a hair.
